Ohio General Motors 
Plants Hit by Strike

Negotiations started anew Mon­ 
day night and Tuesday in an ef­ 
fort to settle contractual local is­ 
sues which in most cases have 
idled almost 39.000 General Motors 
employ es in 16 Ohio plants. 
The walkouts in Ohio and else­ 
where in the sprawling GM sy stem 
started Monday when the United 
Automobile Workers Union strike 
deadline was reached. 
Nationally , GM and the UAW 
reached essential agreement on 
wages and benefits a week go. 
Only four Cleveland area plants 
were not struck in Ohio They are 
the Euclid Division Plant at Hud­ 
son (employ ing 530), Cleveland St. 
Giair Street (453) and Cleveland 
Clinton Road (361), where tenta 
live local agreements were reach­ 
ed Saturday , and Cleveland’s Cad­ 
illac tank plant (200). 
The GM plants struck in Ohio 
and tile num ber of employ es af­ 
fected :

Carla, which touched land Mon­ 
day with blasts reaching an esti­ 
mated 173 miles an hour at one 
point, late this morning centered 
200 miles inland between Austin 
and Waco and headed for south­ 
ern Oklahoma.

cities, including Galveston.

The Galveston tornado struck 
the courthouse as well as a resi­ 
dential area. About 1,200 hurri­ 
cane refugees were sheltered in 
the courthouse and broken glass 
struck many. 
Galveston’s St. M ary’s Catholic 
Cathedral and an ad jo iring school 
suffered extensive roof damage.

But how many stock-brokers 
ar 
bankers have y ou met who know 
any economics at all? 
For them not to know the tech­ 
nical basis of their trade is as 
wrong as for a stenographer not 
to be able to spell or for a teacher 
of history to know no history . The 
practical man asks about tools; 
the humanist asks about knowled­ 
ge. Surely after four y ears, a stu­ 
dent 
s h o u l d have one or the 
other, if not both. The q u e s t i on 
that needs to he asked 
is 
why 
there are so 
ptany 
complaints 
about what should be the ordinary 
results of education. 
No person can possibly be re­ 
garded as educated or cultured 
who does not know the language 
and literature and history , at least, 
of his own people That, of course, 
is just a start but it is an essen­ 
tial.

ively contribute to the welfare of 
his country who does not under­ 
stand its form and method of gov­ 
ernm ent One meets men who have 
degrees and even Phi Beta Kappa 
key s who know* no t h i ng 
about

no understanding of the techniques 
of government, who 
talk 
about 
democracy but they have no con­ 
cept of what the law has to say 
about that 
Such a person might

about 
some 
particular issue without any re­ 
gard as to how it fits into the en­ 
tire mosaic of his country ’s struc­ 
ture. 
This form of ignorance is not 
ex pected of an educated person, 
just as it is not ex pected that a 
person shall not have read the lit­ 
erature of his language. Students 
go through high school and col­ 
lege whose knowledge of the lit­ 
erature of their native language 
is as alien as 
that 
of 
a foreign 
tongue. 
They therefore 
are 
unfamiliar 
with the roots of their culture. 
They may have a smattering of 
Hemingway as they have of S ar­ 
tre hut they are not grounded in 
Shakespeare 
or 
Milton; 
as 
for 
Chaucer, they heard 
about him 
and they have read a poem of 
Longfellow and may be Poe. 
The value of literature is not 
only am usem ent. 
Its main pur­ 
pose is to bring the reader close 
to the nature, the character, the 
ideals of a people. No one can und­ 
erstand 
the 
America 
of today , 
particularly our form of govern 
ment, our insistence upon individ­ 
ualism with a deep communal re­ 
sponsibility , who has not steeped 
himselfc in 
British history 
upon 
which our institutions are based. 
Our problem then is to review 
our 
entire sy stem 
of education 
from the elem entary school to the 
graduate courses in our universit­ 
ies to find a technique for handl­ 
ing both cultural and vocational 
subjects without taking so many 
y ears of a person s life. President 
Kirk of Columbia University has 
recommended the three semester 
y ear w'hich would help to solve 
the problem of inadequate educa 
lion, provided we do not make the 
third sem ester a Sum m er school 
makeshift. All this requires much 
thinking out and much discussion.

Television's Pancho 
Dies at Age of 81 


SANTA MONICA, Calif. (AP)— 
Parades, kids, the acting profes­ 
sion and California’s connections 
with its Spanish beginnings are 
poorer today. Leo Carrillo is dead. 
“ Mr. California” succumbed in 
his sleep Sunday in his Mexican- 
style canyon ranch home to eight 
years’ ravages of cancer His age, 
which Carrillo concealed and his 
smiling vigor belied was a re­ 
m arkable 81. 
The actor underwent several op­ 
erations. the latest two years ago, 
and became seriously ill again 
about six weeks ago. At the end, 
under heavy sedation, ne briefly 
returned the 
handclasp of his 
ranch foreman, Jack Tolbert, then 
died—at 5:58 p.m. 
Carrillo, whose forebears hdped 
settle and govern early California, 
was an actor more than 55 years 
His widest fame came as impish, 
sombrero-topped Pancho — grin 
gleaming, waxed mustache brist 
ling—in television’s Cisco Kid se­ 
ries. 
Carrillo played sidekick to Dun­ 
can Renaldo in 156 Cisco films 
between 1949 and 1955. Children 
everywhere mobbed Leo for au 
tographs. 
He 
always 
happily 
obliged. 
Born in Los Angeles, Carrillo 
earned college money at $l-a-day 
pick-and-sbovel in railroad con 
struction along California’s scenic 
coastline. He spoke five languages 
including Japanese and Chinese 
For a time he was a cartoonist 
and waterfront reporter at $10 
week for the San Francisco Ex­ 
aminer. 
After vaudeville, touring stock 
companies and Broadway appear­ 
ances, Carrillo appeared in hun­ 
dreds of silent movies, short sub­ 
jects 
and 
talkies 
and 
became 
typed as a hard-riding straight- 
shooting Spaniard of the border 
days His salary rose *o $5,000 a 
week.
